Western and Toronto Stu- 
dents Take Part in Mock 
Parliament 



The goverDinent was defeated 
by an over^-helming majority on 
the rcsohition that Canada 
should prohibit, by law the 
preaching of Communism and 
Fascism, in the intercollegiate 
mock parliament, held on Friday 
night in the ballroom of the 
Union. 

The opposition, Gordon Taylor 
and Aubrey Shapter, of Western, 
and John MacNaughton of McGill, 
defeated the bill brought in by the 
government, George Burson and 
James Stewart, of Osgoode Hall, 
Toronto, and John Parker, of Mc- 
Gill, after 'a discussion of several 
hours. 

The Prime Minister pointed out 
that the British Empire is the only 
empire in history that has main- 
tained a firm position, and that we 
must preserve these British tradi- 
tions in Canada by keeping out 
communist and fascist propaganda. 
He explained the principles of Com- 
munism and Fascism, and pointed 
out how unsuited they are to our 
freedom-loving people. 

James Stewart, the second speak- 
er for the government, discussed 
the suitability of our present sys- 
tem that should not be overthrown 
until we find a better substitute. 
The prhiciples of Communism and 
Fascism- are not sound, this speaker 
added, and cannot live. No isms 
can be a good- siJibstjLti;.t^f or jdemoc-; : 
racy. 

John Parkeri the last speaker for 
the government; discussed the so- 
cial ills that brought about the

Civil Service As Lifers Work 
Forms Basis of Address Today 

Mr, Charles Bland, Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commssion to Speak in Union 
At S 



Dealing primarily with the Civil 
Service as a life's work for the uni- 
versity graduate, Mr. Charles H. 
Bland, the chairman of the com- 
mission of three men who control 
the service will speak to the stud- 
ents today. This address, which is 
to be held in the Union at S o'clock, 
is being sponsored by the Univer- 
sity to follow that of Flying Officer 
Walker last month. 

Among the topics on which he 
will speak will probably be Grade 
4 Clerkships, Junior Trade Com- 
missionerships, and appointments in 
the Department of External Affairs. 
The Grade 4 Clerkships in the Civil 
Service are open to male university 
graduates only, particularly gradu- 
ates in Commerce and allied 
courses. This recent addition to the 
service corresponds to the first class 
division of the British Civil Ser- 
vice which has always attracted 
some of the best graduates of Eng- 
lish and Scottish Universities. There 
is a written and an oral examina- 
tion for this clerkship, while there 
is a competitive examination also 
for Junior Trade Commissionerships 
which are open to those who pos- 
sess an education in Arts or Law. 

Although appointments in the De- 
partment of External Affairs is not 
under the jurisdiction of the Civil 
Service Commission, Mr. Bland will 
probably say a word or two about 
them and will be ready to answer 
questions. 

Mr. Bland*.a graduate of Queen's 
University, has been Chairman of 
the Civil Service Commission alnce 



1035. He entered the Service in 1909, 
at the first competitive examination 
held by the Commission. Having 
been appointed chief examiner for 
these examinations in 1921, Mr. 
Bland became a memW of the 
Commission' five years ago. He 
served with the 20th Battery of the 
Canadian Field Artillery during the 
four years of the War. 

It was mentioned in the Univer- 
sity's Annual Report for the year 
1937-38 that, in order to give stu- 
dents'reliable information concern- 
ing possibilities of employment and 
to provide them with qualified ad- 
vice, the University, in co-opera- 
tion, with the Students' Council, 
was plaiming for the present ses- 
sion a series of talks on careers. 
Mr. Bland's address follows Flying 
Officer Walker's speech at the end 
of January on the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. 

The .University does not operate 
an employment bureau, although in 
many of the professional faculties 
and schools'-it is the policy to co- 
operate as fully as possible in ef- 
forts to bring together the graduates 
and those who seek the services of 
University men and women. This 
unofficial system of placement, in- 
adequate as it is, appears to work 
fairly well, the Annual Report 
pointed out. 

A beginning was made last ses- 
sion when Mr. E. E. Duckworth, 
Assistant Comptroller of the Sun 
Life Assurance Company, spoke to 
the students upon insurance as a 
career for University graduates.

"The theory and practice of Auth' 
pritarian States" will be the subject 
under discussion at a meeting of the 
Political Economy Club in the 
Union Grill Room on Thursday eve- 
ning at 8.15. The speakers of the 
evening will be Simon A. Goldberg, 
and Bernardo Garces Cordoba, hon- 
our students in Economics, discuss- 
ing Germany and Italy. Goldberg 
stated that due to the collapse of the 
German economic system in 1929, 
the reactionary Junker class, fear- 
ing for their power, turned to dic- 
tatorship as a means of self-preser- 
vation and thus the rapid and un- 
precedented rise to power of the 
Nazis under Hitlerl 

Reorganizing the country on a 
basically party patronage system, 
he said, the Feuhrer satisfied some 
of his friends and those whom 
he could not, he shot or put in 
concentration camps. Under, such a 
reign of fear, with controlled 
unions and capital submission. Hit- 
ler dictates the economic and 
foreign policies of the Reich. 

Mussolini, formerly a bitter rival 
of Hitler and now his best friend, 
today takes his cue from the 
Reich. Jew-baiting and Aryail 
theories predominate as traits of 
national character. The corporate

But 
ere the arrival of noon, a warm' 
noon for the Northlands, Mc- 
Gill's hopes had been bittedy, 
crushed with Dartmouth gain- 
ing first, second and fourth posi- 
tions in the event and the first 
jNIcGill man, George Moore, 
sixth. 

McGlll's fortunes had been fairly 
good for the first two days of tha 
meet. After yielding a traction of 
a point to the Big Green in tha 
jumping, the Red skiers pressed in 
on' famed Dick Durrance to force 
him to a new official downhill rec- 
ord on Mount Baldy in order to 
win.. A phenomenal occurrence was 
the triple-tie for second place in 
this event between Bob Johannseh, 
Doug Mann and Fred Moore. That 
Friday afternoon, on the slalom 
course of Mount Baldy, outside of 
Dick Durrance, the Dartmouth run- 
ners seemed able to do no right 
while McGlll's runners, outside .of 
Doug Mann, did very little wrong. 
The result was that the point total 
for the first two days was McGiU, 
294.07, and Dartmouth 268.78. New 
Hampshire was third, some 23 
points further behhid. 

Langlauf Troublesome.

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Advice for Careers 

^ SIGNIFICANT move was made by the 
University when it decided to sponsor 
meetings wliicii will bring before the un- 
dergraduate body outstanding men in in- 
dustrial and educational fields. The under- 
lying thought in such a step is to aid stud- 
ents in the choice of careers and to provide 
them with qualified advice regarding em- 
ployment after graduation. 

An auspicious start will be made this 
afternoon when Charles H. Bland, Chair- 
man of the Canadian Civil Service Com- 
mission, will discuss the field of Federal 
work. It is hoped that a full scries of talks 
will be arranged next session in co-opera- 
tion with the Students' Executive Council. 

The University has embarked on a 
modest plan which may well lead to a per- 
manent placement bureau for graduates. 
McGill, forttuiatcly, has an efficient and 
active undergraduate employment bureau. 
But aside from inadequate assistance of- 
fered by .-^omc faculties, there is no organ- 
ization to take care of graduating students. 

Vocational guidance programs have 
long been established at many universities, 
often resulting directly in the formation of 
graduate employment bureaus. If sufficient 
interest is sho\Vn by undergraduates here, 
McGill too may soon be able to boast of 
an established centre where students will be 

■ able to seek advice and assistance when 
they leave tlio University. 

In .Ills address at the installation of 
Principal Douglas last year. Lord Tweeds- 
muir struck a stronR note when he outlined 
some of tiie practical obligations of the 
university. He stressed that "a university 
in its point of view must be realistic, with 
a- keen eye to the practical world." 

"A university must fulfill a utilitarian 
purpose," Lord Tweedsmuir said. "Its work 
must serve some recognizable social need. 
A smattering of general culture will be of 
^very little use to a young man if he is go- 
ing to starve. Let us honestly recognize 
this duty, though I do not think that Mc- 
Gill is likely to forget it. I would only add 
that in our technological work we should 
, remember that it is our business not to load 
memories, but to train minds." 
' Continuing, His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General declared: "The old universi- 
V ties like Oxford and Cambridge, with their 
vfcf:: tutorial systems, enable men of experience 
'^vito do much to advise their pupils about 
• their future careers. They have appoint- 
ment boards, too, which keep them in touch 
.■with the practical world, and aim at secur- 
. ing the right kind of posts for the right kind 
of men. I want to see this purpose devel- 
oped. How many misfits there are in life; 
how many round pegs in square holes 1 I 
•want to see a system in every university 
gUDider which young men can be advised 
>;Aabbut their future by preceptors who know 
is their characters and capacities, and who are 
also in touch with the professional and 
. business worlds, so that recruits are sought 
, for in the right place and drafted into the 
\right kind of jobs." 
\ Lord Tweedsmuir concluded with a par- 
ticularly appropriate statement: "A uni- 

■ versity should be, along with other things, 
a'the fullest and widest sense an employ- 
nent bureau. There is a special opportun- 

,ity for a university situated like McGill in 
a great city where the Muses must be culti- 
yated in close contact with the bustling 
gvery-day world." 
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ZIMBALIST WITH THE MONTREAL 
ORCHESTRA 

It is some years sincç EIram Zimbalist has 
played in Montreal but his performance of the 
Brahms Violin Concerto on Sunday afternoon 
with the Montreal Orchestra under Dean 
Douglas Clarke showed that his playing has 
lost none of its appeal. It is still marked by 
those qualities which have made Zimbalist one 
of the great artists of our day— its breadth of 
concept,, its simplicity, and its impeccable pre- 
cision. No violin work requires more artistry 
in its performance than the Brahms Concerto 
and Zimbalist's playing, untroubled by techni- 
cal difficulty, and marked by fine balance and 
a complete lack of over-emphasis brought out 
all the glorious thematic material. The cadenza 
at the end of the first movement was a bril- 
liant exhibition of the best in violin technique. 
The restraint and intellectual approach essen- 
tial to the interpretation of Brahms were ever 
pervading and Mr. Zimbalist's performance is 
one that we shall long remember. Throughout 
the concerto the Orchestra, in keeping with the 
occasion, lent the soloist fine support. 

Beethoven's First Symphony is heard often 
but never too often in performances like that of 
Sunday's. Fine balance, good tone and delight- 
ful movement made Dean Clarke's reading a 
particularly admirable one and made us feel 
that it would be very pleasant to hear the Or- 
chestra in Beethoven's Seventh. The slow move- 
ment with its theme of haunting beauty has 
never been played more effectively by the 
Orchestra. 

"En Saga" one of Sibelius' earlier and more 
mystical tone poems opened the concert and 
received an appropriately poetic and evanescent 
reading. "ViUanella", from Respighi's arrange- 
ment of sixteenth century airs for the lute, and 
"Jupiter" from the "Planets" of Hoist both en- 
joyed fine renditions. 

This concert by the Montreal Orchestra 
was the third from the last of this season. The 
final two concerts will be gala occasions, for 
the Orchestra will have as soloists Eugene List 
and Georges Enesco, both of whom have large 
Montreal foUowings.

HENRY BRANT COMES HOME 

Friday's recital by Henry Brant at the 
R.V.C. Hall will be a very happy occasion for 
McGill for it is always a great pleasure for 
universities to welcome back former students 
who have attained reputations in the world at 
large. Mr. Brant began his musical studies at 
the McGill Conservatorium where his father 
was the head of the violin department for many 
years. From Montreal, he 'proceeded to New 
York where he spent many years at the Juil- 
liard Institute at which he won the Loeb, 
Coolidge and several other fellowships. Piano 
recitals, performances of compositions by lead- 
ing orchestras, chamber groups and soloists 
have followed each other rapidly in recent 
years and Mr. Brant comes to us a distinguished 
American pianist and composer. His program 
for Friday is one of large proportions and varied 
appeal. The R.V.C. Hall' will accommodate 
over five hundred students and it is hoped that 
no seats will be vacant for this great ocasion.

THEATRE 




STEEL by John Wexley at the New Theatre 
Group Studio on St. James St. February 25, 
28, 27, 28. 

The function of the theatre is not being car- 
ried in the city by those amateur groups who 
present competent productions of unimportant 
and shallow plays, but by groups like the New 
Theatre Group who present plays taken from 
the contemporary scene, plays with social con- 
tent And these groups arc not imcompetent in 
their presentations asl any one who cares to 
spend a truly entertaining evening at the 
Group's production of STEÇL will find out. 

I want to testify first and foremost that 
I greatly enjoyed STEEL, not only because I 
think that social plays are much better theatre 
than average but because the Group gave a 
tight production the likes of which I haye not 
seen for some time on any Montreal stage. One 
of the most manifest ideas .was that of team 
play, the actors played as an ensemble and not 
as a heterogenous collection of individuals. 
Circles of concentration did not surround each 
personal performer, but extended to encom- 
pass the stage area. 

Wexley's play concerns the founding of an 
industrial union in an American steel mill. We 
have on one hand the struggling of the workers 
to have a real union and nbt a company one; 
and on the other hand the efforts of the mill 
owners to smash the attempt.' The story is 
from the headlines of the steel strikes. Running 
alongside this background is the tale of the 
ambitious Steve Dugan, who finally realizes 
that the way to more happiness for a worker 
'is in the organizing of strong unions. 

Dramaturgically the play could stand much 
improvement. The best pairts of the play are 
the scenes showing the workers actually en- 
gaged in the business of life, as the second 
scene of the the first act laid in the restroom 
of the Pan-American Steel Company, and the 
second act, which shows the beginnings of the 
industrial, union. The other scenes involve too 
much talk about what people are trying to do, 
especially in the first and last scenes of the 
play. This talkativeness handicaps a play and 
often makes the ensuring action seem melo- 
dramatic. The Group escaped these difficulties 
because each actor thoroughly understood what 
he was saying. 

The direction of Cyril Enfield was a well 
motivated one and left little to be desired. Mr. 
Enfield is to be complimenied for the handling 
of the large cast of about twenty-five, especi- 
ally in the meeting scenes which could have 
been so easily regimented. One was not always 
compelled to be interested -in what was going 
on on the the stage, but the désire was much 
stronger than I have felt for some time. The 
only major weakness in the direction, to some 
extent caused by the script, was the handling 



of the last scene, which would have been bet- 
ter with a different action plot. 

When we come to the individual actors we 
are faced with a critical difficulty. The suc- 
cess of the show was due to the group as a 
whole and not to any one actor in particular. 
If one must mention names, Norman Taviss was 
a joy to behold as Tony, Harvy Schwartz gave 
an excellent and gripping study of Sfeve Dugan, 
M. Schleifer, M. Malen, H. Ostrovsky, L. Gott- 
hell, and P. Rosenbaum turned in good per- 
formances, although save the last they were all 
to a small extent caricatures of various nation- 
alities. The roles of Milloy, Miller, and Roberts 
did not suggest enough of the actual individuals 
to impress one, something which was more 
noticeable in the parts of Betty Dugan, Joe and 
Dan RÔldny. Beatrice Goldstein was suggestive 
in the talkiost part in the play. 

Putting these all together, we get a very in- 
teresting performance of a type of play which 
we should see more. The social plays today re- 
present the plays which carry on the true idea 
of theatre in that there is feeling passed from 
stage to audience and back again, a true re- 
ciprocal function which is so absent today. I 
am thankful to the New Theatre Group that I 
am allowed to participate in this function.

DUFY. 

Some of our days are bright and sunny but 
others are monotonously dull and it is on such 
black Fridays that we welcome a chance to 
slip into Scott's Art Gallery for a glimpse of 
Dufy's happy-go-lucky sketches. 

For Raoul Dufy brings a spirit of lyric 
gaiety to his work. Ho builds up an airy tab- 
leau by a succession of significant but hicom- 
plete details all in patterns of colour like notes 
in a fantasia. 

His selections for the most part come from 
two new sériés, one of Venise and one of the 
Chateaux of the Loire. It is not the conven- 
tional Venise we see in the National Gallery but 
a Venise whose sunlight goes to the head so 
that its gondolas and the campanile against blue 
sky and bluer water are just part of a mood 
of cheerful abandon. fThe French Chateaux 
have been recognized by many who know them 
in reality by their rapid outline of salient char- 
acteristics. Chenonceau and La Faultriere etc. 
undergo this .treatment. Buildings appear as 
line upon line, a harmonious part of the whole 
scene,, and yet for some season having definite 
form and correct perspective. 

A word must be said of the racing scenes, 
regattas and "courses de chevaux." The oil of 
curious presentation "Le Pilotte des Regattas" 
ÎS a bevy of colours and very complete in at- 
mosphere. Epsom, which has been frequently 
exhibited in Scott's, has all. the essentials of a 
horse race combined with the spirit of the sport, 
while the most decorative picture of the track 
is a Moroccan Scene, a glimpse from a box 
through ornamental blue and yellow drapes. 

Dufy is in paris at the moment working on 
more chateaux. He is a great name among con- 
temporary artists being ranked with Matisse 
from whom he got his initial inspiration. He 
is decorative, he is a master of pattern without 
conscious effort but the spirit which aims at 
showing that the world is good in a language 
which so many can understand, no matter if Its 
expression makes them laugh, is a spirit which 
we cannot value too highly.

Rollicking and roisterous is this 
story of three sergeants in Her 
Majesties Indian Army, The title 
might lead you to expect Gunga 
Din, but what is served is a very 
large portion of McLaglen, Grant, 
and Fairban'ks. Cast as three rough 
soldiers they fill the part perfect- 
ly, and singlehanded mop up two 
or three armies. 

The plot which holds the fights 
together is based on a fictional re- 
vival of the murderous cult of 
Thuggs, who worship the goddess 
Kali and try to slay the whole Brit- 
ish army in her name. The climax 
is reached in a tense moment when 
th& regimental water carrier, Gunda 
Din, rises to the occasion and saves 
the army from destruction. The 
details ot the story are purposely 
omitted, as they are best when seen 
without an idea of the action. 

Sam Jaffe fills the part of ttie 
water carrier as well as H could 
be done, but being essentially a 
weak part, it gives no room' for a 
display of his excellent acting abil- 
ity. Love interest of a sort is sup- 
plied when Douglas Fairbanks' jr. 
tries to leave the service to marry 
Joan Fontaine, but, his fellow ser- 
geants soon trick him into re-enlist- 
ing, and poor Joan drops out of the 
picture without as much as a fare- 
well. Gary Grant as Cutter causes 
most of the trouble with his per- 
sistent and vain attempts to find 
buried treasiire. The climax is 
reached when he decides to carry 
off a whole temple of gold, which 
unfortunately belongs to the 
Thuggs. 

Victor McLaglen is excellent as 
the somewhat stupid, but fast mov- 
ing leader of the three who finally 
tears Douglas Fairbanks from his 
fiance's arms. A literary connec- 
tion is established when Rudyard 
Kipling appears in the last.reel just 
in time to write a poem to Gunga 
Din, which is touchingly read over 
his body. On the whole the pic- 
ture is excellent entertainment, 
though a trifle slow moving be- 
tween fights.

Basil, the 
son of the monster-maker comes to 
the Frankenstein domain from his 
medical pursuits with an American 
wife and child. He regrets later 
that he had resumed his father's 
work, but almost everything ends 
happily— in burning brimstone. 

For a 'Jones Family' picture, 
DOWN ON THE FARM is an ex- 
tremely good one. The major- 
hooplous Mr. Jonc; is forced at long 
last to, make good his boasts and 
goes a-shucking in a corn-husking 
contest for the honour of his home- 
town. It is a rather" weak parody 
on hick town slicker on a farm, but 
gets a great many laughs.

While engaged in pur- 
suing Rochelle Hudson, he also 
finds time to invent a new torpedo 
boat, with which he saves the fleet 
when a torpedo starts zig-zagging 
dangerously among the cruisers.

balance of the run, about seven 
miles, was run in a reaUy blazing 
sun with a fairly stiff wind along 
the rising slopes that lead to Do- 
maine d'Esterel where the race was 
set to finish.

position. Another Townsend, this 
one of Middlebury, came fifth with 
George Moore two minutes behind 
to gain . the sixth post Moore lost 
some time on the' trail suffering 
from a painful cramp while Chris 
Mamen iwho was tenth and Bdb 
Johannsen who was thirtieth just 
did not hold out Whether it was 
waxing trouble or starting at too 
fast a pace is hard to say. Henry 
Findlay ran a smooth race'^ place 
eighth. 

Mahy runners had to be helped 
in. Some who had no head pro- 
tection were suffering from the ef- 
fects of the sun. Eddie Gignac, 
game little Middlebury freshman 
who won the jumping on Thursday, 
came in virtuaUy snowblind. While 
the course was fairly long and call- 
ed for considerable endurance it 
was the remarkably powerful sun 
that wrought havoc on the runners 
who had not foreseen the weather 
changes when starting the run early 
in the morning. 

Durrance Tops, . , 

The downhill and slalom events 
the previous, day were much better 
from-the McGUl point of view. Dick 
Durrance, with his style of stream- 
lined speed, was definitely Uie 
class of both events. He took no 
spills in either event,s although in 
one^spot high on the Baldy down- 
hill he hit- a shoulder in the slope 
and went for 30 feet in the air. 
Doug Mann and Fred Moore took 
their lives in their hands near the 
top of the' course when they cut 
through the _ trees to save some 
distance. They met with no ml?.- 
haps and tied for second place 
along with Bob Johannsen. Johann- 
sen and Durrance had noted the 
possibility of cutting off on their 
way up the hill but they elected to 
run the complete course. 

In the slalom run, BUI Tait, suf- 
fering from the 'flu, was replaced 
by Fred Moore. Tait was keenly 
disappointed for this was his last 
opportunity in intercoUegiate sld 
circles. He graduates in Medicine 
in the spring. 

Moore had been a dubious starter 
because of his injured back but 
when' pressed into service he did a 
yeoman's, job, making two stylish 
run^ to gain fourth place. Bob 
Townsend nicked the third-place 
niche as a result of two well-timed 
runs, pleasantly surprising for a 
man who had not had miich time 
to practise.
